Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  for  the  year  1971. 

Introduction. 

Each  year  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  must  provide  a  report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  his  district.  This  is  a 
statutory  obligation.  The  report  must  set  out  a  detailed  account 
(usually  in  statistical  form)  of  certain  activities  involving  his  depart¬ 
ment.  The  Ministry  of  Health  and  Social  Security  send  to  the 
Health  Department  an  annual  reminder  of  these  obligations  and 
details  of  any  new  aspects  of  the  Council’s  Health  activities  which 
must  be  itemised  in  the  current  year’s  report.  A  study  of  the  following 
pages  will  show  that  the  information  provided  is  fully  comprehensive 
in  this  sense. 

There  is  another  fundamental  aspect  of  the  M.O.H.’s  annual 
review.  It  is  traditional  that  he  should  comment  on  any  features  of 
his  district’s  health  status  which  he  thinks  are  important.  The 
prudent  M.O.H.  will  not  linger  over  details  which  can  be  remedied 
at  officer  and  member  level,  but  will  concentrate  on  those  things 
which  cannot  be  put  right  within  the  context  and  practice  of  the 
district  government  as  it  exists.  In  other  words  his  useful  role  as  a 
commentator  is  often  that  of  a  pioneer. 

Now  to  come  down  to  cases!  A  careful  scrutiny  of  my  diary 
and  of  Mr.  Bradbury’s  report,  in  conjunction  with  my  own  memory 
of  events  during  1971,  led  me  to  the  following  conclusion.  The  year 
1971  was  a  year  of  hard  work  and  dedication  to  the  health  and  well¬ 
being  of  the  people  of  Swadlincote.  No  striking  innovations  occurred. 
No  flags  were  waved.  Just  hard  work  and  plenty  of  it  marked  the 
progress  of  the  year.  Perhaps  this  might  evoke  some  disappointment 
in  an  eager  M.O.H.  For  myself  a  year  of  progress  without  serious 
blemish  or  omission  cannot  be  anything  but  a  quiet  source  of 
pleasure. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

These  statistics  relate  to  the  population — the  births  and  deaths 
of  the  district  as  collected  during  the  year.  Vital  statistics  are  of 
prime  importance  in  assessing  the  health  and  viability  of  a  com¬ 
munity.  Below  will  be  found  some  comments  on  the  more  important 
statistics,  whilst  a  more  complete  account  will  be  found  in  the  body 
of  the  report. 

Population. 

The  census  population  for  the  year  1971  was  20,225.  This 
compares  with  the  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  popul- 
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ation  of  20,190  for  the  previous  year.  An  increase  of  35.  This  is 
satisfactory. 

Birth  Rate. 

There  were  343  live  births  during  the  year,  giving  a  birth  rate 
of  18-1  per  1,000  population.  Last  year  this  rate  was  17-3  for  the 
district.  Another  favourable  statistic. 

Death  Rate. 

During  the  year  there  were  282  deaths  in  the  district.  This  gives 
a  corrected  rate  of  15-2  (England  &  Wales  11*6),  compared  with 
12-3  for  the  previous  year,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  1971  death  rate 
is  not  so  favourable  as  the  1970. 

Infant  Mortality. 

in  1971  there  were  5  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  year  of 
age.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  15,  which  is  good  (England 
&  Wales  1 8),  and  is  the  same  as  last  year. 

Maternal  Mortality. — Nil. 

Causes  of  Death. 

During  1971  there  were  282  deaths,  and  of  these  198  occurred 
in  people  over  65  years. 

The  three  most  permanent  causes  of  death  can  be  roughly 
classified  as  follows 

1.  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System  (including 

Strokes)  .  .  . .  .  .  . .  .  .  .  .  . .  164 

II.  Malignant  Diseases  (Carcinoma  of  Lung  and  Bronchus  9)  50

Thus  250  deaths  were  due  to  these  three  main  causes,  all  of 

which  may  be  termed  degenerative  diseases.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  and  satisfactory  areas  of  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  public  health  over  the  last  several  decades  has  been  the 
rapid  decline  in  impoitance  of  infectious  diseases  as  a  cause  of  death 
and  sickness.  The  infectious  disease  statistics  for  1971  are  a  true 
indication  of  how  the  killing  of  infections  of  the  thirties  and  forties 
have  now  dwindled  to  almost  nothing. 
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Notifiable  Diseases  other  than  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  there  were  1 1 1  cases  of  measles,  2  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  and  2  cases  of  infectious  hepatitis.  The  measles  incidence 
was  up  this  year  as  expected,  owing  to  the  biennial  nature  of  these 
epidemics.  The  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  mild,  and  other  than 
excluding  food  handler  contacts  from  work  until  proved  negative 
for  the  infection,  no  further  action  was  taken. 

The  two  cases  of  infectious  hepatitis  (jaundice)  were  investi¬ 
gated,  so  as  to  exclude  blood-borne  transmission  associated  with 
'‘main  line”  addiction.  These  cases  were  straightforward  infectious 
hepatitis,  without  serious  complications. 

There  were  no  deaths  or  hospitalisation  due  to  any  of  these 
diseases. 


T  uberculosis — Notifications. 

There  were  five  new  cases  of  respiratory  T.B.  notified  during 
the  year.  These  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  Chest  Clinic,  Burton- 
on-Trent,  and  all  contacts  were  identified  and  cleared  of  the  disease. 

There  was  one  death  from  respiratory  T.B.  This  was  a  woman 
aged  over  65  years. 


Influenza  Vaccine. 

The  Swadlincote  U.D.C.  decided  to  offer  the  protection  of  this 
vaccine  to  members  and  employees  of  the  Council  in  the  Autumn 
of  1971. 

Public  Health  Act,  1948 — Section  47. 

During  the  year  two  elderly  men  were  removed  to  hospital 
under  the  powers  of  this  Act.  I  regret  to  say  that  both  men  died 
within  months  of  admission  to  hospital. 


Departmental  Changes. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  the  year. 


Obituary — Mr.  D.  H.  Bradbury,  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  have  to  refer  to  the  death  of  the 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector — Mr.  D.  H.  Bradbury.  Mr.  Brad¬ 
bury  died  at  his  home  on  July  31st,  1972. 

David  Bradbury  was  employed  by  the  Swadlincote  U.D.C. 
since  1956,  and  he  was  responsible  for  Public  Health  and  Housing 
matters.  Indeed  this  report  is  the  last  one  for  which  he  will  be 
responsible,  and  for  this  reason  I  take  the  opportunity  of  saying  a 
few  words  of  farewell. 
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David  Bradbury  was  a  comfortable  colleague  with  whom  to 
work.  He  never  appeared  ruffled  and  always  took  his  decisions 
calmly  and  with  due  thought.  Although  his  work  was  often  difficult 
(especially  in  housing  matters)  he  always  “felt”  for  his  clients  and 
sought  solutions  in  the  best  humanitarian  tradition.  Withal  he  was 
a  quiet  unobtrusive  worker  who  never  failed  to  help  and  co-operate 
with  his  colleagues  and  fellow  officers.  His  quiet  sense  of  humour 
endeared  him  to  all  with  whom  he  came  into  contact. 

The  sincere  sympathy  of  all  in  the  department  is  extended  to 
his  wife  and  daughter  on  then  great  loss. 

Within  the  Report  there  is  a  list  of  County  Council  Clinics  and 
a  Table  showing  immunisations  against  diptheria,  for  which  I  am 
indebted  to  Dr.  A.  H.  Snaith,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  Clerk  to  the  Council,  the 
Treasurer,  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  General  Practitioners,  Health 
Visitors,  and  ail  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  especi¬ 
ally  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  without  whose  efforts  this 
Department  could  not  function  properly.

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HOME  SAFETY 


Home  Safety  is  the  concern  of  us  all.  Each  year  many  accidents 
occur  in  and  around  the  home.  These  accidents  sometimes  result  in 
injury  or  death.  Since  accidents  are  often  preventable,  it  behoves  us 
all  to  do  our  best  to  prevent  them.  A  loose  stair  rod,  uneven  carpets, 
bad  lighting  and  icing  up  of  .he  house  footpaths  can  all  be  put  right. 
Countless  other  sources  of  danger  may  be  identified  about  the 
homestead,  and  if  these  are  abolished,  life  would  be  made  safer  for 
all. 


Of  course  life  itself  is  a  hazard.  The  fact  of  living  must  necessarily 
expose  one  to  innumerable  dangers,  but  “C’est  La  Vie”.  It  is  no 
parL  of  Home  Safety  to  abolish  all  sources  of  dange  .  If  it  weie  so, 
then  we  would  all  be  offered  a  most  boiing  cotton  wool  protected 
existence.  A  balance  must  be  struck  between  health  and  well-being 
on  the  one  hand,  and  experience  on  the  other.  If  you  exclude 
experience  then  you  exclude  hazard,  but  what  a  life  have  you  left? 

No,  in  my  opinion  the  function  of  Home  Safety  Committees  is 
to  identify  those  hazards  which  cause  most  accidents  and  to  see  if 
they  are  removable.  If  they  are,  then  they  should  be  removed 
provided  that  the  end  justifies  the  means.  If  you  remove  steps  how 
then  are  you  going  to  enter  your  house? 

The  point  is  that  certain  dangers  are  more  or  less  universal. 
The  poison  cupboard,  the  lethal  machines— such  problems  lend 
themselves  to  legislative  action.  Then  there  are  special  “at  risk” 
groups  requiring  special  care.  The  aged  (nearly  6,000  deaths  from 
falls  last  year),  the  very  young  and  the  handicapped.  The  environ¬ 
ment  of  these  groups  requires  special  monito.ing.  It  is  easy  to  see 
that  only  special  alertness  to  danger  in  each  situation  can  prevent 
accidents.  There  is  no  royal  road  to  Home  Safety,  just  alertness  to 
danger  and  common  sense. 

It  is  problems  like  these  that  concern  the  Swadlincote  Home 
Safety  Committee,  which  is  held  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Coun¬ 
cillor  Lord.  The  Committee  meets  at  regular  intervals  and  its 
membership  consists  of  many  interested  people.  These  come  from 
all  walks  of  life;  housewives,  members  of  institutes  and  other  public 
bodies,  teachers,  police,  firemen,  Health  &  Welfare  Officers  and,  of 
course,  Swadlincote  U.D.C.  is  well  repiesented. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  arrange  for  Home  Safety  talks 
to  the  public,  including  cinema  shows,  the  display  of  posters  suitable 
for  the  householder,  the  mother  and  the  child.  Information  was  also 


exchanged  with  the  Area  Group  Home  Safety  Committee  and 
through  that  body  with  RoSPA  and  Government  Departments; 
members  of  the  public  are  asked  to  put  before  the  Committee  any 
matter  which  they  think  may  constitute  a  hazard  to  man,  woman  or 
child  in  the  context  of  the  home.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1971. 

1  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Smoke  Control 
programme  appears  to  be  gaining  momentum,  in  that  the  Council 
have  confirmed  the  largest  Smoke  Control  area  yet,  and  Ministerial 
confirmation  is  at  present  awaited. 

It  is  heartening  to  see  that  more  and  more  people  are  applying 
for  grants  towards  home  improvement,  but  it  must  be  remembered 
that  there  is  still  a  lot  of  work  to  be  done  before  the  problem  of 
inadequate  and  poor  housing  is  finally  conquered.  It  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  an  equally  important  part  of  improving  the  housing 
stock  is  the  demolition  of  those  properties  which  are  beyond  repair 
and  improvement,  and  in  this  context  progress  has  been  slow  but 
steady. 

The  number  of  private  houses  built  has  again  continued  to 
rise,  and  it  would  appear  that  this  trend  will  continue. 

No  staff  changes  within  the  department  occuned  during  the 

year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  especially 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Committees  for  their  support  throughout  the  year.  My  thanks  also 
go  to  the  Heads  of  all  the  Departments  of  the  Council  and  their 
staffs  for  their  continued  support  and  co-operation.  Lastly,  but  by 
no  means  least,  I  would  thank  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
rest  of  the  staff  of  this  department  for  their  loyalty  and  assistance 
throughout  the  year.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  to  the  district  is  controlled  by  the  North 
West  Leicestershire  Water  Board  and  comes  mainly  from  a  service 
reservoir  situated  beyond  a  nearby  village,  with  emergency  supplies 
available  from  adjoining  water  authorities. 

The  source  of  the  district’s  water  is  drawn  from  the  Bunter 
sandstone  measures  and  mixed  with  supplies  from  the  River  Dove 
Water  Board,  being  treated  at  Milton  waterworks. 
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Throughout  the  year  close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  b\ 
the  Water  Board  and  its  staff,  and  the  assistance  of  the  Chief 
Engineer,  who  furnished  the  following  report,  is  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  department 

“l.(fl)  The  water  supplied  by  the  Board  within  the  Swadlincote 
Urban  District  has  been  satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

( b )  No  reports  of  contamination  were  received. 

(c)  No  examinations  for  fluoride  content  were  made  in  1971 
but  no  radical  changes  are  expected. 

2.  For  your  information  the  Board  took  659  samples  of  raw  and 
treated  water  from  its  various  sources  and  from  various 
points  on  the  distribution  system  throughout  the  Board’s 
area  of  supply,  and  they  were  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination.  All  treated  water  samples  were  satisfactory 
excepting  nine  (one  in  Swadlincote  area),  which  had  a 
minimal  coliform  count  and  satisfactory  results  were 
obtained  from  subsequent  samples.  The  results  of  samples 
taken  within  your  district  have  already  been  forwarded  to 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  193  samples  of  water  were 
sent  for  chemical  analysis  and  all  samples  of  treated  water 
were  satisfactory. 

The  Health  Department  regularly  obtain  samples  from  various 
parts  of  the  Urban  Area  and  22  such  samples  were  taken  during  the 
year  and  submitted  for  Bacteriological  examination.  Samples  are 
also  submitted  for  Chemical  Analysis  periodically,  and  a  typical

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  Mr.  J.  W.  May 
m.i.mun.e.,  m.e.inst.h.e.,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

“The  present  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
are  adequate.  Phase  II  of  the  modernisation  of  the  Stanton  Sewage 
Works  will  be  in  operation  by  July,  1972  and  Stage  III  is  contem¬ 
plated  for  1973/4.  The  Council  are  carrying  out  major  improvement 
schemes  to  the  Storm  water  system  in  the  Swadlincote  and  Newhall 
areas  and  a  scheme  is  now  being  prepared  for  the  redrainage  of  a 
part  of  the  Gresley  area,  where  sewers  have  been  badly  affected  by 
mining  subsidence”. 


REFUSE  RECEPTACLES 

Under  the  Municipal  Dustbin  Scheme  bins  are  provided  at  a 
Rental  of  37p  per  year,  and  bins  are  expected  to  have  a  minimum 
life  of  5  years.

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AIR  POLLUTION 


Work  continued  throughout  the  year  on  conversions  in  the 
Castle  Gresley  area  to  comply  with  the  No.  2  Smoke  Control  area. 
In  September  the  Council  confirmed  the  No.  3  Smoke  Control  Area 
which  connects  up  with  the  No.  2  Area  and  covers  the  bulk  of 
Church  Gresley.  This  Order  was  subsequently  submitted  to  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  and  approval  is  awaited. 

The  shortage  of  solid  smokeless  fuel  which  caused  the  deferment 
of  the  No.  2  Order  ceased  to  have  such  a  detrimental  effect  during 
the  year,  mainly  due  to  the  opening  of  two  large  manufacturing 
plants  in  the  East  Midlands,  one  being  in  nearby  Coalville.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  problem  is  now  sorted  out  once  and  for  all. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  once  again  there  were 
relatively  few  complaints  of  rodent  infestations  throughout  the  year. 
Where  complaints  were  made  or  infestations  discovered  through 
investigation,  the  rodent  operator  was  successful  in  clearing  up 
the  infestation  quickly.  We  have  so  far  been  very  lucky  in  as  much 
as  we  have  not  suffered  from  any  strain  of  Warfarin  resistant  rat. 
which  is  causing  considerable  trouble  in  other  areas. 

As  has  been  the  practice  in  recent  years,  a  sewer  treatment 
was  again  carried  out  with  very  satisfactory  results  and  thanks  are 
again  due  to  the  Field  Officer  of  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
&  Food  for  his  assistance  in  this  matter. 

Other  Pests. 

Powder  was  again  issued  free  of  charge  to  people  complaining 
of  infestation  of  ants,  and  where  complaints  were  received  of  wasps 
the  Rodent  Operator  destroyed  these  where  possible. 

Complaints  were  also  received  of  rabbits  and  moles,  but  no 
action  could  be  taken  on  these.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955. 

Sampling  of  Food  and  Drugs  is  undertaken  by  the  County 
Analyst  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority.  The  County  Analyst, 
Mr.  J.  Markland,  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  information  of  such 
work  carried  out  by  his  department  as  follows : 

“34  samples  including  7  milks,  were  taken  under  the  above  Act 
in  the  area  of  Swadlincote  U.D.C.,  during  the  year  1971 
A  sample  of  Pasteurised  Milk  contained  a  trace  of  added 
water.  This  was  followed  by  a  formal  sample  which  also 
contained  a  trace  of  added  water.  The  pioducer  was  cautioned 
and  a  further  sample  will  be  taken  later. 

Results  on  a  sample  of  Borax  were  outside  the  B.P.  Limits. 
A  further  sample  from  the  same  shop  was  satisfactory. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory”. 
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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT 

ACT,  1960 

No  licensed  site  exists  within  the  district,  but  in  spite  of  this 
quite  frequently  open  land  was  used  by  itinerants  and  tinkers,  who 
invariably  left  a  collection  of  scrap  metal  and  other  rubbish. 

1  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  local  police  have 
been  much  more  ready  to  assist  in  moving  on  these  people  as 
quickly  as  possible.  The  public  must,  however,  realise  that  this  is 
by  no  means  easy  and  in  some  cases  these  people  were  in  occupation 
for  some  days  before  moving  on. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  &  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

During  the  year  5  new  premises  were  registered  and  all  or  these 
received  at  least  one  inspection. 

In  general,  however,  the  inspection  of  already  registered 
premises  has  been  slow  due  to  the  ever  increasing  amount  of  work 
which  comes  into  the  Department  as  a  whole. 

In  addition  to  the  inspection  of  registered  premises,  it  is  also 
essential  that  visits  are  made  from  time  to  time  to  other  premises 
to  ascertain  if,  in  fact,  registration  of  these  premises  is  required 
and  this,  of  course,  can  take  up  considerable  time.
